A persuasive to a serious evamination 
of the Christian Religion. 


The advocates of Christiantty fre- 
quently adduce the authority of great 
names in favor of their religion. ‘The 
purpose for which this is done i is some- 
tines misapprehended, and of course the 
arguinent loses a part of the weight to 
which it is entituled. With a view of 
setting this matter ina just light, tre 
following remarks are submitted.—No 
judicious friend of the Christian religion 
expects or wishes to make converts by 
authority. That faith which, to use a 
common saying, is pinned on the sleeve 
of another, is of small value indeed.— 
We wish men to examine for themselves, 
and be Christians on conviction.—-But 
the case is thix—Some seem to take it 
for granted, that all examination of the 
evidences of Religion is utterly ont 
They do not believe the Gospel, nor shail 
they ever believe it. ‘The system may 
be a very good one for the peo} ple, a nal 
therefore may ver y well be eucouraved 5 
but as for themselves, they feel no want 
of any such plan of salvation or rule of 
conduct. To the modesty of such per- 
sons we address the following argument: 
The great restorers of learning, the men 
who discovered, and who most success- 
fully pursued the true mode of philoso- 
phising, were Christians. These men 
arose in an age when superstition had 
darkened the human understanding, and 
false philosophy had led it astray. En- 
dowed with most vigorous understand- 
ings, they studied the ; nature of evidence, 
and the laws of human belief with 1 Sttc- 
cess; and, applying the sound princi sles 
which they had established, as with a 
touchstone they tried the value of many 
prevailing opinions and doctrines, and 
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found them useless. But Christi ianity, 
when subjected to the same trial, was 
found like gold from the crucivie. It 
came out refined from the dregs and the 
dross, which had been combined with it 
by ignorance or by fraud. lu other 
wor ds, the great masters of human rea- 
gon,in the best exercise of their powers 
examined the evidences of te Christian 
rejigion, and were convinced that it was 
true. Nowit does not become us pe- 
remmpgorily 0 reject what such men as 
these believed ; it is surely proper that 
we should examine with sitention. what 
they thonghtit worth their while to stu- 
dy ‘with the greate-t care s and itis pre- 
PST ptuousinus,after perhapea ver, y slight 
invest! gation, to decide that there is uo 
weight im that evidence wiich fully sa- 
tisfied the most powerful and perspica- 
cious mings that ever adorned and ex- 
alted human nature. 

Let it be understood then that defen-

“To say, as some do, 
that they have no time for such exami- 
nation, is mest egregious trifling. For 
to what purpose should time be de ‘voted, 
if not to that, of ascertaining with as 
much precision as possible what we have 
to fear, or hope for, in relation to our fu- 
ture, immortal existence ? Surely no wise 
or prudent man will think it unworthy 
of himself to employ his best powers in 
the investigation of a subject of such 
transcendent importance. Nay, how 
can a man escape the imputation of folly 
who refuses to give atte ntion to his im- 
mortal interests; who, although urged 
to it, refuses to examine the evidences of 
asvstem of religion which has been em- 
braced by the greatest men ; which con- 
fessedly ¢ contains the purest morality that 
has ever been taught ; and prese nts to us 
the best hopes that ever cheered and 
eomforted the human heart ?
